TORONTO’S GRAND OPENING 



YESTERDAY’S ATTENDANCE AT GRAVESEND 
LARGEST OF MEETING. REACHING 12,000. 

No Further Warrants Served and Betting Goes On 
as Briskly as Ever — Mexoana Wins the Junior 
Champion and Sir John Johnson the Culver, 



TIm* first Oocldontal Handicap was won hy a Cliioairo-owned race horse and a good one, the hay colt, 
Pvfvions, wliieli was <tiu* <if the first really gotnl representatives of Meddler and the proi»erty of the (Miieago 
firm of Bromley & (’<». In its second lumiin}; it fell to the winner of the American D<*rhy of 1S9.S. IMuk 
Coat, a real race horse and now tlie sire of other real race liorses. Then Herbert won it from Advance 
Ciianl ;ind <-aiiie back the next year and won it again, defeating Carbuncle and making himself the only 
lioisr that lias w«ui the th’chlemal Handicap twice. Last year Priscillian took up 12»> isuinds and won from 
.M.ister RoI*ert. Dandelion. Firestone, Touremie. Far West and Tony Bom*ro. It was his last race in a series 
of Itri.liant vict<»ries unbl(*mished by a single defeat, and sliortly afterwanis he was sent to England, wliere 
nv'thing but defeat has been his iK>rti»tn. Two of liis unsuccessful efforts there were in the races won so 
d.ecisively by the .\merican fitly. Me<liant. Tlie Occidental will be rtin tomorrow for tlie eleventh time 
and for the first tiim* in its history as a selling race instead of a handicap.

.SteepIiH-lias**. M<‘\oaiia triumphed over formi«laid«‘ 
o|i|Kisition in tlu* Jiiiiior ('iiampion Stakes. Caiidle- 
b<*rry was withdrawn ami tlie Monttielier Stable 
placed its entire di*|»endence on tlie lK*autiful dangli- 
ter of .Mexican — Hanoana. .Among others, the field 
includeil Livonia, tlie .sensational juvenile devidoimieiit 
of SIi(>epsliead Day rjiiing and the meeting between 
the pair aroused iutense interest. rin* remaining 
starters w**re all colts, «•onsisting of Shannon. Faunt- 
leroy, Clii«‘kasaw, J»h* M«irris and Naughty B<»y. 
Chickasaw ta-ing an added starter. Mexoana’s yh*- 
tory was impressiv<*l.v clean cut and decisivi*. With 
l.ivonia, she singled out of tlie ruck like a Hash sim»ii 
after the barrier went ii)> and. raciug head ami 
head, the iiair establislied a big lead in tin- first 
uuarter. Shannon was tlieir nearest piirsin-r. six 
lengtlis away, then <-anie Fauiitleroy. ('hi«-kasaw. 
Naughty Boy and J«>e .Morris, the last-named trio 
being hoi>elessly out of it from the start. The tre- 
mend«ms puce t«dd on Livonia and she iiuit in tin- 
second ipiarter. This left Mexoana with a command- 
ing lead. Shannon and Fauiitleroy. however, im 
liroved their tiositions st> ra|>hlly in the <-losing tbret-- 
eighths that tln-y finished alnn>st la|ip«-d on tin- 
winner passing the wire. Fauutlero.Vj just failing 
to get up for sci-oinl idace. was running on like -i 
streak and, liad the distain-e of the race lieen fifty 
yards fartin-r. .McLaughlin’s gaunt -looking rai-er 
would have won. Mexoana. however, demonstrated 
lier iniim-usurable superiority by surviving the heart- 
breaking early pa«-e and set the seal upon her faun- 
as the two-year-old filly champion of the year. 
'JTiis was her eleventh start this season and made 
her record one of nine viidories. one second and oin-e 
uii|d;n-ed. In her first attempt at Pimlico early in 
the spring she fini.she«l second. Her other defeat 
occurred in a race at Belmont Park in which it 
subseipiently transpire«l that she had suffertHl a colli- 
sion at the start and was as giKsl as left at tin? 
jMist as a result. 

The Culver Handicap, though of secondary value, 
was the oversliadowiiig feature of the program and 
was conlesti-il iiy the greatest sprinters of tin- Anier- 
icau turf, including Jack Atkin. Sir John Johnson, 
Rose Queen, King's Daughter. Besom. Half Sover- 
eign and Harrigan. Kv«-ry tun* tif tin* contt‘inh*rs was 
«*xtensively siipptU'tt-d. Sir John Johnstpi, aftt*r lung- 
ing through tin* barrier a dozen tiiin*s' ainl dt-laying 
lilt* start, pntfitetl b.v a tlying st-nd-«»ff ainl was in*ver 
In-aih-tl.

GETAWAY DAY AT BLUE BONNETS. 



Joseph Murphy Will Attempt to Obtain New Law at Montreal Meeting Closes with Banner Attendance in 
Coming Session of Legislature. History of Racing in That Locality. 



St. T.oiiis. Mo.. S<*ptt*mbcr 18. — Judge Joseph .\. 
Murphy has rcturnt*il from his trip to New York. 
Wliili* then* lit* liatl a long talk witli Barm-y Old- 
ficltl. ami ri*ct-ivt*tl many ideas for tlie t-tinslructitni 
of tilt- prti|Mist*tl track hi*rt*. AVhilt* id New York 
Mr. Miirpliy also stmlied tht* racing situation can-- 
fiilly. S|it‘aking of it he says: 

•‘Tile most optimistic feeling prevails in all ipiar- 
ters. ami 1 am sun* from wliat 1 saw that racing in 
.New York is on a firm liasis again. Not only tin* 
tracks an* drawing good crowds of liigh-class iit*oplc, 
lint Govt-rnor Hughes, a most t*xacting reformer. 
st*t*ms satisfit*d. lit* is on reconl at one of tli«- fairs 
lately as saying that he is not oppost*d to racing, 
only to tilt* al>ust*s that has cn*pi into it. 

“That stH-ms to lie the keyuott* of the whole situ- 
ation. anti on that same theory I base my ItH-al 
hopes. 1 was at the maguitict-nt Sheepslieud Bat 

trat k Saturday, ami saw 15.(MM> of the classit*st peo- 
pli* in Ni w York, men and women, rise to their feet 
ami lt*mlt*r Barney Schreibi*r’s’ Jack Atkin an 
ovation after his victory in the Flight Stakes. H 
tlitl tine gtMMl to hear the hearty ring of applause. 
Winm*rs and losers alikt* applauded, anti it deiiion- 
stratt*tl to me that a sport that can awake such 
uiisi-lsis'.i. genuine enthusiasm was never mt*ant to 
tile. Stamling liack in the shadow, too. a silent ob- 
scrvt*r. it struck im* us a sad state of affairs tliat a 
lior.se lirctl right at tine’s thn-shhold at bonu*. not 
only till* greati*st racer that Missouri has ever pro- 
ducctl. lint the (Mpiiiit* king up to his distance of 
.America tiMlay, lias never been st*t*n in action in his 
birtliplace. 

".My plans for a big amusement park to replace 
tilt* Fair Grountls bt*ri* liave met witli such iimisual 
i‘oninu*:idation tliat I feel that succi*ss is assured. 
Sonic of the gciitlt*un*n who are di*cpl.v intcrcstctl are 
up to thi*ir eyes in ('entt*nnial work, and have jiskt-tl 
me to proceed slowly, so as not to confust* the two 
|iro|M>siti<ins. I am well satisfied with the progress 
I am making. 

“I sliall present to the next b'gislature a bill for 
tbi* r(‘gnIation of racing. It will provide for a lim- 
itetl season spring and fall, not to exc«.*ed fifteen 
tlays t acli. with a gap of at least sixty days between 
tlu-ni. Tilt* numlM*r of racing days will bt‘ gradt*tl 
in t*acii coiiiniunit.v. accortling tti population. My bill 
will* proviib* for tin* creation of a state racing cum- 
niission. apiMiintcd li.v the govt*rnor. which will liave 
alisointe powi*r to grant ami ri*voke licenses and to 
sei* tliat no evils creep into tin* raciug. 

“It has lM*t*ii customary for rai-e tracks to take 
all ami give iiotliing. .My bill will provide that five 
pt*r e<*nt of the gatt* rect*ipts shall go into the treas- 
ury of tin* commission, to be ns(‘«l in purchasing ami 
placing stallitins in cacli county of the state for the 
free use of the farmt*rs. .Most lin*i*<ling bureaus art* 
ftir thoroughbreds only. My piiriKise is to pl.tce Ixitli 
a thorouglibr<*tl and standard-bred stallion in each 
t iiiinty. as many farim*rs might pn*fer to lire<*il to a 
liarm*ss horse. I shall offer my servict*s as secretary 
to tht* commission witiumt pay and help in selecting 
tin* stallions. 

“I have b**f>n in East St. Ijouis recently studying 
coinlitioiis at the stock .vartls. I fimi that horst*s are 
higher tliaii tln*y liave ever lM*en. AH the dealers 
tell me that but for tin* trolb*ys and uutomobili*s 
tln*y would be totall.v unable to supply the de- 

mand. No niattt*r what progress is made witli 
st»*uin and gasoliin*. the horse and mule will always 
Ik* tin* necessary ailjunct to tlie farm. It does not 
cost any iimn* to ft*ed a giMsl horse tiian a laid on.*, 
ami a liigli-lireil mare will prtMiuce a mule wortli 
twice the niom*y tliat a common mare will. In ten 

years we could have thi* best yoimg stock in tin* 

wtirltl. 

“I’lidcr tin* coinlitions I liave nnnn*d the lt*gislaturi* 
Would no donlit rH*rniit some systt*in uinlt*r wliicli 
tin* public iniglit back Its jiidginent, such as tin* 

pari-niutuel or auction pools, where the lMMikiuakt*r 
wtiulil Im* eliminated entirely. Tills would insure 
clean racing, tin* puldic would make its own othls 
ainl the ass<M*iation woultl not ami could not have 
any interest direct or iinlirect in ttie matter, rxet-pt 
iMissilily to act as stakeholder. This is the system 
in France. wln*ri* racing is run successfully umler 
governmental supervision. 

“However. tht*st* things are all In the future. Tin- 
prest*iit n<*t*tl which I Impt* to supiily is a park when* 
t*vcry tirauch of s|Kirt can have a home.”

Every 
availalile space of the coiiiintMlious plant st*rv<*«l some 
one as a vantage point from which to witness the 
raeing. Tin* cluiiliouse was taxeil to its utmost witli 
.Miiiilreurs elite. Ideal raeing weather prevailed 
and served to enhance the siiort. Judging by the 
enthusiasm tlispla.veil during the afternoon .Montreal 
can saft*l.v lie rtn-koned us a future haven for the 
thoroughbretl. and as long as high-class racing is 
uiuiutained the sport will always have the support 
tif the lM?st element hert*. The past fortnight has 
afforded a gotKl tt*8t relative to racing in this section, 
and the large daily crowds have afforded ample 
proof that the sport is well liked. Financiall.v the 
mt*eting has come uji to the management’s expec- 
tations.

Lizzie Flat. Rallycastle and G. Ferraro wt*re left 
to go in the ’chase. The.v ran cIosel.v grouped until 
till* fifth lit*dge, whi*re G. F’erraro made a bad landing. 
Rall.veastle tlit*n assumi*tl a commanding lead and 
apiieared a certain winner aiiproaehing the last 
jump, wht*re he was fully twenty lengths in front 
of Lizzit* Flat, Overconfidenct*. however, on the 
part of ids rider li*<l to the falling of the horse and 
Lizzie Flat canit* into an unexpt'cted victory. Ballv- 
castle was reumunted by William Brady, a stable 
band, ami gallo|M*d to the finish, whi(*h earned hini 
second place. Ballycastk* was lilcoding profusel.v 
from a cut in his breast, probabl.v sustained in strik- 
ing the last feiict*. Jocki*.v Rat* was severely shaken 
b.v his fail and had to be convevt*d to the jockev’s 
quarters in a carriage.

Toronto, Ont., September 18. — The people of Tor- 
onto should feel proud of their Wtxxlbine. Never 
before did the picturesque course on the shores of 
Lake Ontario liMik as pretty as It did this after- 
noon. The greensward that covered the. spacious 
lawns proveil a pleasing background for the hand- 
some gowns display(*d b.v some of the leading ladk*s 
of the Dominion, who promenaded on the clubhonse 
enclosure between the running of the rac«?s. It 
was a grand opening and probably the best the On- 
tario J<K*key Club has had since fall meetings were 
inaugurated at this famous race' course. That it 
will lie the greatest autumn meeting ever given bv 
the club goes without saying, if one is to judge b.v 
the brilliant assemblage present. Among the vast 
throng wen* many gi*ntlemen promin<*ut In every 
walk of life in the Dominion. It was certainly a 
iepn*s«*ntative gnth(*ring. In the absence of Joseph 
E. Seagram, who rec*ently sufft*red bereavement In 
his famil.v, S«*iiator Melvin Junes did the honors. 
Lieutenant-Governor Colonel J. M. Gibson was one 
of the many prominent govenimi‘Ut otticials present, 
and the brilliant so(*ial set that always patroniaes 
Woodbine crowded the cIubbou.se enclosure. The 
club suppIitHl a splendid program. Every race was 
a feature, class lieing well reprt*sented in all six 
of the contests. The Toronto Autumn Cup, with an 
added value of $2,500, and the Woodbine Autumn 
Steeplechase, with an added value of $1,500, were 
the principal attractions. Stanle.v Fav and Howard 
Shean wt*re addeil to the cup contest, but neither of 
the pair figured as a <*ontender in the struggle. The 
race was hotly contesteil from start to finish, witli 
Joseph E. St*agram’s Bouquet eventuall.v winning by 
a length from Ilunbridge. The pace of the race was 
fast throughout. Gu.v Fisher sh<iw(*d the way for 
the first seven furlongs. He ran the first quarter in 
23i, tlie half in 47S and the thri*e-quarters iu l:13j|. 
Rounding the far turn Guy Fisher retired and Han- 
bridge dasht*il to the front. In the stretch Bouquet 
moved up with a bold challenge and soon as8ami*<l 
the lead. At the end she drew away without effort 
and won with something to spare. Back of Hau- 
brldge came Green Seal. Howard Shean and T«r:*.h. 
with Pinkola and Stanle.v Pa.v among the tall-enders. 
Neither of these horses was prominent at anv 
stage. Stanle.v Fay’s race being an exceptionally bail 
one. J. W. Colt’s Thistledale .proved an easy win- 
ner in the steeplechase. He was ridden by Tim 
Donohue, and. after settling into his stride, dashed 
awa.v from bis field to win in a canter.

NO FURTHER ARRESTS AT GRAVESEND. 



New Y'ork, S«‘ptember 18. — Borough Inspector Hola- 
hau sent seventy plain clothes men to Gr-ivesend 
totlay and was there himself. After the races the 
inspt*ctor declared that no violation of the Hart- 
Agiiew law had taken place. It was rumoretl that 
meiiiliers of the Kings County grand jury were also 
at the track on investigation bent, that there was a 
mov«*ment on fotit to indict Inspector O’Brien, and 
that Dr. Walter Laidlaw of the Law and Order 
L«*ague had preferred charges with Governor Hught*s 
against Sheriff Iloble.v. All of these reports were 
without foundation in fact. 

Assistant District-Attorney Elder of Brooklyn said 
that , twenty addithinal warrants against alleged 
b(M)kmakers bad been obtained from County Judgt* 
Faweett today. The eighteen men arrested at tlu* 
track yesterday were urruigued today and were held 
for examination September 27. It was said that In- 
tlictments probably will be filed against them in the 
meantime. 

“Last .vear the cases that were litigated involvt*d 
no complete evidence of receiving or registering 
lM,*ts.” said Mr. Elder, “but this time we have evi- 
deuce of the commission of both acts; we have the 
custoilian or deiiository.” 

.Mr. Elder said that Governor Hughes started the 
liall rolling against violators of the law at the race 
track b.v sending telegrams to the officials in Kings 
(’ounty on September 4 to use ever.v effort to get evi- 
dence against the iMMtkmakers. The Kings Count.v 
gram! jury will take up the race-track cases next 
week.
